The department of revenue has revised Excise Tax Advi- 
sory (ETA) 3151. This advisory explains how certain trans- 
actions by aircraft dealers are taxable. 

Example 4 of the ETA incorrectly stated that the portion 
of monthly rental charges attributable to out-of-state use by 
the lessee can be deducted from the measure of tax. This 
information is out of date and incorrect. RCW 82.32.730 
provides that tax is imposed on the entire rental or lease 
charge, based on the primary property location, and is not 
altered by intermittent use of the property at different loca- 
tions.

DECLARATION OF SHORTAGE OF PRESERVATIVE-FREE INFLU- 
ENZA VACCINE AND SUSPENSION OF RCW 70.95M.115(2) FOR 


Washington State Register, Issue 13-04 


CERTAIN INFLUENZA 2012 VACCINES IN MULTI-DOSE VIAL PRE- 
SENTATIONS 


WHEREAS RCW 70.95M.115(2) prohibits vaccinating a 
person who is known to be pregnant or under three years old 
with influenza vaccine that contains more than 1.0 micro- 
grams mercury per 0.5 milliliter dose. RCW 70.95M.115(3) 
authorizes the secretary of the department of health (depart- 
ment) to temporarily suspend those limits if there is an out- 
break of vaccine-preventable disease or a shortage of vaccine 
that complies with the limits. RCW 70.95M.115(3) directs 
that a person who is known to be pregnant or lactating or a 
parent or legal guardian of a child under 18 years old be 
informed if the person or child is to be vaccinated with any 
product exceeding the limits under RCW 70.95M.115(2). 


WHEREAS thimerosal is a mercury-containing organic 
compound used as a preservative to prevent contamination of 
influenza vaccine. The thimerosal content in certain influ- 
enza vaccines produced in multi-dose vial exceed state limits 
under RCW 70.95M.115(2), so pregnant women or children 
under three years old in Washington may not ordinarily 
receive those vaccines. Influenza vaccines in single-dose 
presentations, whether a single-dose vial, pre-filled syringe, 
or nasal spray, do not exceed state limits under RCW 
70.95M.115(2). Pregnant women and children under three 
years old may receive single-dose influenza vaccine under 
Washington law. For example: 

There is one single-dose vial influenza vaccine presenta- 
tion, Fluzone® 0.5mL, by Sanofi Pasteur. It is licensed to be 
administered to pregnant women, but is not the correct dos- 
age for children under three years old. 


There is one product of nasal spray presentation, Flu- 
Mist®, by MedImmune. It is licensed to be administered to 
children two years old and older, but not to pregnant women. 


There are seven influenza vaccine products provided in 
pre-filled syringes. Only one of these products is licensed for 
children under three years old (Fluzone®0.25mL, by Sanofi 
Pasteur). It cannot be used for pregnant women. The other 
six products (Fluzone® 0.5mL and Fluzone® Intradermal by 
Sanofi Pasteur; Fluarix®, by GlaxoSmithKline, Inc; 
Afluria®, by CSL Biotherapies; Fluvirin® and Agriflu®, by 
Novartis Vaccine) are licensed to be administered to pregnant 
women but not children under three years old. 


WHEREAS nationally and within Washington, influenza 
activity during the 2012-2013 influenza season has been ele- 
vated and widespread. Data from the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention show the nation is experiencing a 
moderately severe influenza season, as measured by visits to 
providers for influenza-like illness. In Washington, 17 lab- 
confirmed influenza-related deaths have been reported as of 
January 23, 2013. The proportion of patient visits to emer- 
gency rooms in Washington for influenza-like illnesses has 
been higher than the levels experienced during the previous 
two influenza seasons. 


Vaccination is considered the most effective method to 
stop community outbreaks as well as reduce overall sickness 
and death. Elevated influenza activity has increased demand 
for vaccine in Washington. Local media coverage has helped 
to raise public awareness and further increase demand. 
Washington state-supplied influenza vaccine for everyone 
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under 19 years old is being ordered and distributed at a mark- 
edly higher rate compared to previous influenza seasons. 

Influenza vaccine is manufactured annually and in lim- 
ited supply. Washington cannot rely on more vaccine being 
available for either public or private purchase for the 2012- 
2013 influenza season. At the current rate of influenza vac- 
cine distribution there will not be enough thimerosal-free 
vaccine for all the state's pregnant women and children under 
three years old at all times and at every location. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Mary C. Selecky, Secretary of the 
Department of Health, under RCW 70.95M.115(3), and 
under the circumstances set forth above, declare that there is 
a shortage of vaccine that complies with the limits in RCW 
70.95M.115(2) for influenza vaccine for pregnant women 
and children under three years old. 

I also, under RCW 70.95M.115(3), effective immedi- 
ately, temporarily suspend the limits imposed by RCW 
70.95M.115 on administering the Influenza 2012 Trivalent 
Vaccines in multi-dose vial (SmL) presentations licensed for 
use in the United States and produced by the manufacturers 
GlaxoSmithKline, Novartis, CSL Biotherapies and Sanofi 
Pasteur to pregnant women and children under three years 
old. This suspension is in effect until June 30, 2013. 

To assist health care providers to meet the requirement 
for notice in RCW 70.95M.115(3), the department has pre- 
pared a notice document explaining the thimerosal content of 
influenza vaccine in multi-dose vials that can be provided to 
persons known to be pregnant or lactating or the legal guard- 
ians of children under 18 years old. 

At the end of this period of suspension, I will reassess the 
available supply of vaccine to determine if it is necessary to 
continue this declaration of vaccine shortage.

Suspension of Legal Limits of 
Mercury-Containing Vaccine 
For 2012-2013 Seasonal Influenza 
PARENT/PATIENT NOTICE 
January 2013 


Why am I receiving this notice? Washington law sets 
a limit on how much mercury can be in vaccines for pregnant 
women and children younger than three years old. The law 
allows the secretary of health to suspend the state's legal mer- 
cury limit for a vaccine if there's a shortage of vaccine avail- 
able to protect the public's health against a disease that vac- 
cines can prevent. 

Effective January 25, 2013, the secretary of health sus- 
pended the state's legal limits on mercury in flu vaccine. 
When the limits are suspended, state law requires the follow- 
ing people be informed they are being given a vaccine con- 
taining mercury levels over those limits: 


e Women known to be pregnant or lactating. 
e The parent or legal guardian of a child under 18 
years old receiving the vaccine. 


Why is the law being suspended? Supplies of thimer- 
osal-free flu vaccine are limited and can't be used for every-

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one. Suspending the thimerosal limits law removes barriers 
so pregnant women and children under three years old can 
choose to be protected against flu. Pregnant women and chil- 
dren under three years old are at high risk for serious compli- 
cations if they get the flu. Vaccination is voluntary, and we 
encourage people to talk to their health care provider about 
getting vaccinated. 


What is mercury and what is thimerosal?! Thimero- 
sal - a preservative used in some vaccines - is an organic com- 
pound that contains a form of mercury called ethylmercury. 
The federal Food and Drug Administration (FDA) licenses 
flu vaccines and does not place any limits on thimerosal in 
vaccines for any people. This is different from the type found 
in the environment called methylmercury. Studies compar- 
ing ethylmercury and methylmercury suggest that the type 
used in the flu vaccine is removed from the body more 
quickly than the type of mercury in the environment. There's 
no reliable evidence that the small doses of thimerosal in flu 
vaccine causes harm, except for minor swelling and redness 
at the injection site. The benefits of thimerosal-containing 
influenza vaccine outweigh any theoretical risk.

1. Hydraulic project approval/forest practices appli- 
cations. The board will consider initiating rule making at its 
May meeting to incorporate the fish protection standards in 
the hydraulic code rules into the forest practices rules. The 
2012 legislature passed 2ESSB 6406 which integrates 
hydraulic project approvals associated with forestry activities 
into the forest practices application and review process. 

2. WAC 222-16-080 Critical habitats (state) of threat- 
ened and endangered species. The board may consider ini- 
tiating rule making at its May meeting to amend WAC 222- 
16-080 to clarify which wildlife plans are required to be 
reviewed under the State Environmental Policy Act and mod- 
ify the critical habitat definition for gray wolf based on the 
recommendation in the Washington department of fish and 
wildlife's wolf conservation and management plan.
